His 
name is Johnny Clem, twelve years of 
ee; a member of Company C, 22d 

ichigan His home is at 
Newark, Ohio. He first attracted the 
attention of Gen. Rosecrans during 
the review at Nashville, where he was 
acting as marker for his regiment. 
His extreme youth (he is quite small 
for his age) and intelligent appear- 
ance interested the General, and, call- 
ing him to him, he questioned him as 
to his name, age, regmment, etc. Gen. 
Rosecrans spoke encouraginly to the 
young soldier, and told him to come 
and see him whenever he came where 
he was. 

He saw no more of the boy until 
Saturday-last, when he went to his 
place of residence—the Burnet House 
—and found Johnny Clem sitting on 
his sofa, waiting to see him. Johnny 
had experien some of the vicissi- 
tudes of war since last they met. He 
had been captured by Wheeler’s caval- 
ry near Bridgeport. His captors took 
him to Wheeler, who saluted him 
with— 

“What are you/doing here, you d—d 
little Yankee scoundrel ?” 

Said Johnny Clem, stoutly, “General 
Wheeler, I am no more a d—d scoun- 
drel than you are, sir.” 

Johnny said that the rebels stole 
about all he had, including bis pocket 
book, which contained only/twenty- 
five cents. “But I wouldn’t have cared 
for the rest,” he added, “if they hadn’t 
stolen my hat, which had three bullet 
holes it received at Chickamauga.” | 

He was finally paroled and sent 
North. On Saturday he was on his 
way from Camp Chase to his regiment, 
having been exchanged. Gen. Rose- 
crans observed that the young soldier 
had chevrons on his arm, and asked 
the meaning of it. He said he was 
promoted to a corporal for shooting a 
rebel Colonel at Chickamauga. The 
Colonel was. mounted, and stopped 
Johnny at some point on the field, 
crying, ‘Stop, you little Yankee devil !’ 
Johnny halted, his Austrian 
rifle to an “order,” thus throwing the 
Colonel off his guard, cocked his piece, 
(which he could easily do, being so 
short,) and, suddenly bringing it to 
his shoulder, fired, the colonel falling 
dead with the bullet through his breast. 

The little fellow told his story sim- 
ply and modestly, and the General de- 
termined to honor his bravery. He 
gave him the badge of the “roll of 
honor,” which Mrs. Saunders, wife of 
the host of the Burnet House, sewed 
on Johnny’s coat. His eyes glistened 
with pride as he looked upon the badge, 
and little Johnny seemed suddenly to 
have grown an inch or two taller, he 
stood so erect. He left his photograph 
with Gen. Rosecrans, who exhibits it 
with pride. We may again hear from 
Johnny Clem, the youngest soldier in

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In another column will be found a graphic 
account of a most horrible murder, recently 
‘perpetrated in San Francisco. The deed was 
committed in the night, upon a helpless 
“woman of the town, in the most frequented 


and populous portion of the city ; yet, as has 
too often been the case, the murderer escaped, 
apparently leaving no trace behind, whereby 
he can be Wentified and brought to punish- 
ment. After ransacking the house, wiping his 
bleod-stained hands upon the bed clothes, and 
rifling the premises of money and valuables, 
he quietly stole away, and the whole commn- 
nity are shocked at the enormity and boldness 
of the deed. But science is to be brought to 
the aid of the detectives, and it is to be hoped 
that the experintent abort to be tried—novel 
and strange though it may seem—will disclose 
the perpetrator of this midnight horror. 
A number of years ago a French savant in- 
formed an incredulous world that, in the last 
throes of death, the object which presented 
itself before the dying. always left its perfect 
image on the retina of the eye, and if the 
latter were examined with a microscope with- 
in thirty hours. after death, the image, perfect 
in all its parts, would be disclosed. The 
theory was laughed at by some, and dis- 
believed by nearly all. However, it was sug- 
gested that, if true, it might bring to light or 
at least give-a clue to many an assassin who 
would otherwise escape undetected. We be- 
lieve the, experiment has been several times 
tried in Europe, but are unaware of any suc- 
resnits having been attained. From 
the account published by us to-day, it will be 
seen that it is to be tested in San Francisco, 
with the hope of throwing some light on the 
question of who murdered the unfortunate 
Mary B. Smith.

The deceased was a woman of about 38 
years of age, and had seen a good deal of life. 
A.native of Massachusetts, while quite young 
she became a factory girl in Lowell, where 
she remained for several years, after which 
she made her appearance in Boston, and for 
some time was an inmate of a house of ill- 
fame. Falling in love with a sailor who was 
going to China in a merchant vessel, she 
donned male apparel and shipped as a green 
hand before the mast. She was fourteen months 
on the voyage, and never failed to do all that 
was required of her, and upon arriving in 
Boston was discharged without her sex being 
discovered ; but she had hardly got ashore 
before a policeman arrested her for wearing 
men clothing. Upon being taken before the 
Recorder, she was consigned to the House of 
Correction for three months. Upon her re- 
lease she again shipped as a sailor and made 
a voyage to Liverpool, thence to China, and 
finally to San Francisco, where she deserted 
the ship, pnt on her proper habiliments, and 
again entered upon a life of prostitution. She 
was a woman of strange habits, preferring to 
live alone, and was supposed by her acquain- 
tances to have quite a snug sum of money 
laid by. Coroner Sheldon will bold an in- 
quest over the body to-night, when we hope 
some new developements will be made.

Special ‘to’ the Herald from head- 
quarters army of the Potomac, 29th:
